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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status of Claims 

Claims 10-12, 19, 20-23, and 26-27 are now pending. Claims 20-23 and 26-27 are 
allowed. Claims 10-12 and 19 were indicated to be drawn to patentable subject matter, but were 
objected to as being dependent on rejected claims. Claims 1-9, 16-18, and 28 were rejected 
based on prior art. 

II. Amendments 

Applicant has canceled rejected Claims 1-9, 16-18, and 28. 

Claim 10, which was indicated to patentable in subject matter, has been amended to be in 
independent form. Accordingly, Claim 10 and its dependent Claims 1 1-12 are in condition for 
allowance. 

Claim 19 was also indicated to be allowable. Applicant has amended Claim 19 to be in 
independent form. Therefore, Claim 19 is in condition for allowance. 

IV. Conclusion 

Based on the above amendments and remarks, it is submitted that the application is in 
condition for allowance.
